Elephants 
were come from Africa, he camped 
in a large field, and fought with Vi- 
riatus, and put him backe,but at one 
time, when the Romaines chaſed with 
out o2der,he tourned vpon them, and 
killed th2&.M, & dꝛoue the reſt with- 
in, and followed ſo hard that he found 
few oꝛ none in the way towarde the 
Campe, but they were fled into their 
Cabbins, out of the which, the Capi⸗ 
taines had much avoe to dꝛaw them, 
and had it not bene foz Fannius, ſonne 
in law to Lælius, who ſhewed 5 night

By the way, two Ringleaders of 
Romaine thæues, did him much dil⸗ 


pleaſure, which were called Curius, 


and Apuletus,Curius was afterward 


flayne , and Emilianus recovered his 


loſſe, and twke diuers Cities, of the 
which ſome he ſpopled, and ſome hee 
pardoned, and of x. M. pꝛiſoners, he 


beheaded ſtue hundzed, and killed the 


reſt. 
This done, he palled over the 


Wynfer and went ta Rome, hauing 


bene two yeare in Office. 
Vis bꝛother Maximus Emilianus, 
foke a Capitaine of theeues by veel⸗ 


ding, and pardoned him, and cut off 


the handes of the other.

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He followed V iriatus, and layd ſlege 
to Friſana, into the which, Viriatus 
got in by night, and the next days 
came ſo ſodeinlpe and fiercely out, 
that firſt the Pieners and then the 
Douldiours fledde: whome he dzoue 
to ſuch barrein and wylde Moun⸗ 
tapnes , that they had no hope of els 
cape. 

Viriatus was not to pꝛoud of this 
victozy, but thought that now her had 
a god occaſton, to make an honouras 
ble peace with the Romaines : And ſo 
vpon treatie it was concluded, that he 
4 Goulde be taken, as the Romaines 


friend, x al they that wer under him, 


ſhould remain Loꝛds of ſach poſſelli⸗ 
ons as they had . Thus had this war 
an ende by p benefit of a Romain eni⸗ 
mie. But it did not long continue: 
Foz Cepio, Bꝛother fo Emiliane, 


thought it dichonourable to the name 


of Rome, and not to be ratifted. The 


Senate was content, that hee ſhould 
ſteks new matter to fal out with hun: 
But he ceaſed not wꝛiting, till the 
— was openly reiected.

Wherefoze by this authouritie Ce- 
pio went againft Viriatus, and foke 
the citie of Arſa, whiche Viratus 
bad fozſaken,and was retired bicauſe 


he had no conuenient power. Ye cuer 


twke him at Carpentania, and hadde 
farre greater power than Vatus 
had, wherefoze Virlatus woulde not 
fight with him, but ſent away p molt V 
part ot bis men by a pꝛiuie path, and 
plated the reſt vppon an hill, in oꝛder 
of battaile: and when he knew them 
to be come to the place which he aps 
pointed, he ſet ſpurres to the hoſe 
with ſuch ſperde, and celeritie, that y 
Romaines might caſt their cappes at 
him, æ ſo with p ſcoꝛzne of his enimie, 
he laued himſelke. 7 
Cepio - ſacked the Vettones and 
Pp Callecianes, in Portugal; many fol- 
lowed p example of Viriatus , liued 
of Robbing,Sextus Iulius was ſent 
againf} them, who founde moꝛe a do 
than at the firſt he ſuppoſed, the coun⸗ 
frey was ſo great and the riners ſo 
man, as Taio, Linia, Leca, 02 rather 
Lnge Gauda Loquitur, Be- 
5 tis 
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tis, all Nauigable, that they might e& 
tape at their pleaſure. UWherefoze 
Brutus tonſidered that it was impoſ- 
ſible to iopne with them all, and a 
rebuke to let them continue, and 
ſmall glove to ouercome them, 
wheretoꝛe he thought beff to aſſaulte 

their holdes, thinking when euere 
man was dꝛiuen to defende his 
owne, their bꝛode ſhoulde be the 
ſwner broken. So following this 
deuiſe, hee beate downe all he could 
meete . The woemen were in the 
warre with their huſbandes, and 

Manlye. ſhewed ſuch manlps heartes , that 

vvomen. when they were killed, they did 
not caſt fo2th one wo2de „ Panye 
fledde into the mountaines , and foz 
lacke of feode , required pardon, 
whiche he freely gaue them, and toke 
their pꝛap. 

When her hadde thus done, hee 
paſſed the Ryner Orio, and raunged 
oner the countrie, taking pledges of 
them that accoꝛded with him. And he 
went ouer the flodde Lima, where! na 
n. * done ſo much, and from 

thence 
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thence to the Ryner Niben, and ledde Novy Ris 


auado, 


his armie againſt the Braccarianes, Sag in 
bicauſe they had ſfoppod vitaile that Porcingate; 
came vnto.him, 

Theſe be people, with whome 
their wiues goeth to warre, and dye 
valiauntly without any ſh2inking,o2 
ſcryking,and whe:they fight they ne- 
uer fle, noꝛ any whit lament when 
they die: Manp of theſe being taken, 
the women to auopde captiuitie, kil- 
led their childzen , andafterwardes 
themſelues, chaſing rather to dye 
wozthily , than to liue wzetchedly, 
Thus, Brutus wan much , and came 
to a citie called Labrica \ whiche had 
many times bꝛoken pꝛomiſe with 
him, and once againe they deſired par⸗ 
don, and rendꝛed themſelues, he res 
quired all the fugitiues of the Ro- 
waines;all their armour and certeine 


pledges, and laſt of all, that they 
ſhould foꝛſake their city, which. when 


it was done, hee called them to a 
Parlaiment, in the whiche her re⸗ 


pꝛoued them of their ofte rebelli⸗ 
_ bzeaking of their pzomiſe, 


with 


| 
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with ſo ſharpe words, that they fea⸗ 
red ſome grieuous puniſhment, being 

on ech ſide encloſed with al the armp, 
but he reſted ſatiſſied with repeting 
them with this repꝛoch, and refrained 
from farther vengance. And when he 
had taken their cozne, and their coms 
mon treaſure from them, contrarie 
fo all mens opinion, he let the dwell 
in their owne cific, 

Thinges being thus ended it fell 
ont that he muſt returne to Rome, 
And befo2e he went, it chaunted that 
Viriatus ſent to him iii. Ambaſſado2s 
Aulace, Ditalcone, and Minuro, to 
treat of acco2de, which Ambaſſadozs 
by faire pꝛomiſes were co2rupted, t 
did agree fo2 a ſome of mony:, and. o⸗ 
ther thinges, to kill their tapitaine 
the valiant Viriarus . This Viriatus 
bebte, was a man of verpe ſmall fleepe, 
& novv he though his trauaile were neuer fo 
— great. And foꝛ the moſt part, flepf in 
— in his -harnes , bicanſe he might bee 
rea die ataltaſſayes.And it was laws 
full fo2 any ſouldiour to come and 
. ſpeake with him by night, _— 

v 
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bſe the traytours knewe, and at the 


firſt ſlepe entering inta his tent as 


though they had had ſome matters 
of weightie impoztance, the cut his 
thꝛoate, foz otherwiſe they could not 


hurt him, being ſo well armed, alter 


whiche villanous deede, they went 
their wap ſafe, no man ſuſpecting the 
02 hearing any nopſe: Mhen they 


werc come to Cepio, they demaunded 4 


their rewarde fox their fact. He gras 


ted them all their poſleſtions, and koz 


the reſt ſent the to Rome, in p moꝛ⸗ 
ning they of the campe marueiled 


p Viriatus tame not fozth., & thought 


he had repoſed himſelke to ſome eaſe. 
But in the end when they heard no⸗ 
thing ol him, certeine or them went 
in, and founde him deade. Mherevp⸗ 
on thꝛoughout the whole armie, there 
was great dolour as might wel bee, x 
no meruaile, conſidering the loſſe of 


ſo god & valiant a capitaine, andthe 
caſe that they pzeſetly ſtove in:æ one 
thing greatly grieued them that they 


could not finde the murtherers. - 
_ They burned his bodie after the 
manner

manner; vppon a great ſtack of wot 
with many oꝛnaments, and great 
ſacrifices, and with their bandes of 
hozſemen, rode about it, magnt- 
fying and pꝛapſing him. UWhan the 
fire was quenched, and theerequies 
done, they made a godly ſepulchze in 
his honour, a ſet foꝛth Juſts, ᷑ attozs 
niaments with moſt ſolemne pompe, 
and chalengies, man to man, ſo great 
was the loue and deſire that euer pe 
man had of him. And ſarely he was 
a man molt expert in gouerment, 
molt circumſpect and warte in perill, 
and molt bolde and hardie, in diſpts 
ſing the lame, in deuiſion of any pꝛay 
oz botie, he obſerued ſuch iuſtice, as 
hath not ven heard: he wold haue no 
moꝛe foꝛ his part the any other como 
perſon had: And though they deſired 
him to take pꝛefermẽt he would not, 
and that alſo which fell to his ſhare, 
and poꝛtion, he gaue awap alwapes 
to them that were fo2warde men, 
and valiaunt, whereloꝛe he might ſay 
Pp which none other capitaine coulde, 
toz his armie being gathered ok a 
mixture 
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mixture and rifraffofall ſozts,conti- 
nued in obedience under him viii. 


years wout any mutinie in d world, 
and at all daungers were molt rea- 
die to ſerue him. ä 
Atter him they choſe Tantalus to 


their capitaine, who toke vpon him 
to aſlalt Sagunt, whiche was nowe 
Carthage, but being repelled from 


thence, and wery of his wandꝛing, hes 
was content to pealde vnto Cepio: 


be toke their armour krom them and 


gaue the ground to inhabite, bicauſs 


they ſhould refraine from robbery e 
pillage. After Cepio came Cecilius, 
Metellus, & ſubdued the Vacceanes. 

Ther were two ffrong cities that 
would not giue ouer, Termantia,and 
Numantia , of the whiche Numantia 
was ſituate i in a rocky place, deuided 
with two ryuers,fenſed with mouns 
taines, æ copaſſed with thicke wods, 
and onely on one ſide had way fo the 


plaine which was foztified with mas Soria, 
ny ditches, and pillaires onerthwarf, - 


They were god men on hozſebacke 
and a fate, and might make viii. M. 
fighting 
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fighting men, the which ſmall num⸗ 
ber,foz their woꝛthy valour wꝛought 


the Romaines much a do. There was 


of the Romaines xxx. thouſande men, 
and two thouſand hozſe, weil trai⸗ 
ned and pꝛactiſed in war. Pompeius 
lay at the ſeage at Numantia, c went 
fozth on a time to viewe a certepne 
ground: the Numantines came from 
the hill, killed his hoꝛſemen, where⸗ 
vpon he with ſuch me as he had mars 
ſhalled his hoaſt, and came into the 
plain to fight. The enimies defeended 
downe, and affronted them, and after 
as they had bene afraide fledde vp to 
the hill, whither if the Romaines fol - 
towed,they were ſure fo be loſt. And 
fo Pom — euerp day had the woꝛſt 
tn theſe fkirmithes, although his nũ⸗ 
ber were a great deale moze, where⸗ 
foze he bꝛak vp ſeage, æ went to Ter- 
mantia, as to a moꝛe eaſie enterpꝛice, 
but he founde if of the ſame nature: 


vnto 2 Foz at ß5ᷣ firff onſet, he loſt 7. C men,

and a capitaine of x. thouſande that 
bought a conuape of vittaile, was 
put to flight, and thꝛe times encoun- 


tres 
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tred in one day, and at length dꝛi⸗ 


uen to the Hils and Rockes, where 


many miſerably periſhed, both Yo2ſe 


and man,and all that night toke no 
| reſt, and i in the moꝛning, were allai⸗ 
led againe , and fought all day till 


night deuided the fight , where-fo:e 
Pompeius fozſwke the fielde by night 
and went to the citie of Malia, in the 
which was a garriſon of the Numan= 
tines, They of the towne at the com⸗ 
ming of Pompei ſecreatly killed the 
garriſon by crafte, and recetued him. 

From thence he went to Swedi- 


tania , Which place a capitaine called 


Tangino,haried and oueranne with 
ſpople, with whom Pompeius fought, 
and him diſcomfited , faking manye 
of his men pꝛiſoners. And ſuch gene⸗ 


roſitie was in the heartes of thoſe re per | 


theues,thatthey rather choſe fs dye 
then to liue flaues, ſome killed their 
Loꝛdes, and then their ſelues: ſome 
killed themſelues onely , and being 
put in ſhippes to be conueyed awaye, 
they made ſuch poꝛts and holes, that 
they ſunke their ſhippes , and dzows 
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ned themſelues, and all the reſidue of 


the company. 

Now Pom pei returned againe ts 
Numantia , with an intent to turn 
the courſe of the ryuer another way, 
and ſo to famiſh the city, They of thy 
towne came fearcelye out in a bꝛunt 
without any nopſe of trumpet, and 
beate away the labourers: and laide 
a waite foz a capitaine that guided 
vittaile, and lewe him and moſt 
parte of his men. And an other 
time iſſued out vppon the Romaines 
that made a trench, and flew about 
d P. iiii. C. with the tapitaine 

Wicauſe of theſe loſſes , dinerſe 
Senatours with moꝛe helpe was 
ſent to Pompei , And he was dai⸗ 
uen to lpe the Winter in the ſielde, 

where his ſouldicurs fo2 the colde 
and watch, were much troubled, the 
apꝛe alſo vered them and the water, 
and enged2ed the flixe among them, 
of the which many dyed, 

A number appointed went on a 
time fo2 vittaile, foz whome the Nu- 


man intines had laide a ſtacke, and o⸗

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ther with their weapons of ſhoffe, 


ſucceſſoꝛ, c feared to be accnſcd,he be⸗ 


laid, they muſt commit thẽſelues to

Whiche they coulde not abide, but

When time came, Marcus Popili- 

us arriued in Spaine to be ſutteſſour 

vnto Pompeius, by whole comming 

Pompeius was now delpuered from 

_ Double : feare , and ſo when the Numantines . 
Pompei bzought þ reſt of y mony + he denyed | 

Tviththe the acco2de,and ſaid he neu. conſen⸗ 

Numätines fęeg to ſuch diſhonourable league, 
the Numantines affirmed it, and take 

witneſſe of the beſt men in his 

campe . Where-foze Popilius ſont᷑ 

them both to Rome, to pleade their 

matter befoze the Senate. They wer 

both hard, and pet the Senate was 

diſpoſed fo continue the war againſt 

the Numantines, Popilius farried out 

his yeare in Spaine, 4 went his way 

without any great honour . In his 

place came C,Oſtilus Mãcinus, who 

was dinerſe times ouercome and 

dꝛiuen to his lodging. And bicauſe

Rome, 
if was not lyked , and Emilius Lepi- 


dus was ſent capitaine thither , and 


Mancinus called home to tudgemef, 


And affer him went the Ambaſſas 
dours of Numantia, 


While the matter was debated 


at Rome, Emilius was wearpe to 
ſtande ſtill idle in Spaine, and there⸗ 
foꝛe picking a quarrell againſt the

away the Ambaſſadours without 
Deuiſe of concluſion , Flaccus one of his tapi⸗ 
laue himſelf fatnes Was gone foꝛ vittaile, and by 
munis men the way was caught in a traine, who 
ſceing himſelfe in ſuch extremitie and 
daunger, ſodeinlp erped out, Pallantia 
is taken:at which woꝛds his ſouldi⸗

and thither ſhikted away, and ranne 


ſome hither, ſome thither, as.hap lead 
them: So, that if by the purueyance 
of God, the Pallantines had not retys 
red, they had bene vtterly confoũded.

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And ſo he was made Conſull , and 
came into Spaine, Be twke vp no ſouls 
diours by oꝛder, but ſuch as would go 


„with him of god will, and ſuch as 
tame to him from Cities and Kings 


confederated, he toke to ſupplpe the 


number, many llaues, and made one 


band of ſuch as wer his aſſured fritds 
and companions, which bande he cal⸗ 
led Philonide,

tempt among his enimies, ik at the 
beginning, he ſhould receiue any loſle: 
therefoze considering well the ſtate 
of the thing, and the impoꝛtaunce of 
the Empire, he thought he wold come 
with all fozce at once, bppon the Nu- 
mantines, he waſted euer thing, and 
cut downe the Cozne, befoze if was 
ripe, 
Ther was two wapes fo Numan- 
tia, one ſhoꝛt and plaine , which they 
perſwaded him to take: he aunſwe- 
red that he muſt thinke as wel of his 
Rety2e,as of his Parch, and conũde⸗ 
ring the enimies were armed lyght, 
+ and hadde the Citie on their backes, 
they might lo trouble him with his 
beaupe carriage, that all his labour

ſhould 
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ſhould be in vaine : foꝛ if he did oner- 


come, he ſhould get no pꝛoſit, and if he 


were ouercomo, he ſhould haue great 
loſſe. He ſapd further that he was an 


] - enill Capitaine, which would aduen⸗ 
ture to fight with- out great aduaun⸗ 


tage, and he was a ſage Capitaine, 
that would not fight, but when mere 
neceſſitie compelled him:euen as wiſe 
Phiſitions, refr aine from cutting and 
ſearing, till they haue pꝛoued al other 
medicines and ſalues, Mherekoze he 
gaue oꝛzder to goe the longer way as 
bout, and to wall the lande of p Vac- 
ceanes, from whence the Numantines 
had relieke. 
The Pallantines had layed an am 


 buſhment in certeine hills, and with 


an other company moleſted them that 
cut downe the Cozne , Scipio ſent a (ur of 
Capitaine of his, named Rutilius Ru; this hiſtory 
fus, (who wꝛote this Pamphlet) with 

foure Troupes of Hoꝛſe-men, to re⸗ 

fraine their incurſions, Rufus did his 

Office, and encountred with them, 

who of purpoſe fledde to the Poun⸗ 
taynes,and he followed them to "te 

lre,

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l pe, but when he ſuſpected kraude, her 
made his men leaue the chaſe, 4 one⸗ 
ly with their ſtaues kepe them off, 

When Scipio ſawe him appꝛoach fo 


nigh the Hils, doubting of the traine, - : 


he came fo2zward to helpe him, and di⸗ 
uided his men into two partes, to aſ- 
ſaile the enimies, and by encountring 
and retiring not haſtelpe, but with 
the ble of their ſhot , he ſaued all the 
other. After this he lemed his campe, 
and went fozward. 
There was a deepe riuer, daunge⸗ 
rous to wade, and full of mpꝛe, about 
the which, the enimies were ambulh- 
ed, which when he perceived, he toke 
an other way about, going night and 
dap, and foz2 lack of water made wels, 
in many of the which was found bits 
ter water. And in the ende, the men 


paſſed ſafe, although with paine, but 


of his Hoꝛſes and Moyles, there dyed 
a great number. 


Marching thozown the contifry of 


the Cauceanes, vppon whom Lucullus 
had made iniuſt warre, he pꝛoclap⸗ 
med by his Perauld, that they net

not doubt, but refourne enerye man 


home fo his countrey to doe his buſi⸗ 
neſſe. Than went he fozward into the 


countrey of Numantia fo lpe ther the 


Winter, till he had. xii. Elephants, x 


a band of Archers and flingers lenk 
him fro lugurth, Nephew to Malsi- 
niſla,+ as he was about a ſpoyle, he 
fell on a time in an ambuſhmet nigh 
a towne,the greater parte where- off, 
was enuironed with a fenne + marſh, 
and the other with a ſharpe Þill and 


a thicke Mcd, in the which the buſh⸗ 


ment lape. The hoaſt of Scipio was 
deuided, and one part was gone into 
the Mod, to ſceke their pꝛap, and had 
left their enſignes without, an other 


company of Hoꝛſemen not verye ma⸗ 


ny, were gone on foꝛraging and ran⸗ 
ging about, and were affronted of the 
buſhment. Scipio himfelfe remayned 
with the cnſigns,and called fo2th the 
ſouidiozs with a Trompe,and befoze 
they were retourned, a companye of 


a thouſand in an heape, went to ſuc- 


—.— the Yoalp-men, won began to 
ink 
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And with the other, whom he had ſet 

in martiall arrape, he himlelfe went 

foꝛth and made his enimpes to flye, 
pet would hee not purſue them. I 
After this, hauing planted two ] 
Camps befoze Numantia, the gouern⸗ | 
ment of the one he gaue to his Bꝛo⸗ ! 
ther Maximus , and the other goucr- 
ned himſelfe.

Scipio to times out, and pꝛouoked the Ro- 
Allie be f, mai nes to fight;but Scipio made lyght 
wine. * Of it, not entending to frye the mat⸗ 
ter, with ſuch deſperate people, buf 
rather to conquer them by famine. 
Mherefoze he buylded ſeuen Baſtio- 
nes, and ſent to the Nations his ton⸗ 
federates there-abouts, -appoynting 
what men they ſhould ſend him, ouer 
whom he appoynted ſeuerall Capi⸗ 
taines, and them he commaunded to 
entrench the towne. 
Numantia was th mile about, 
and the french was as much againe, 
and euerp part had his Gsuernour,

Scipio, who knewe well ynough 
how it was with them, required that 
they ſhould ſimply render themlelues 
to his diſtretion „ which aunlwere 
when it was repoꝛted to the Numi- 

tines, like men madde and furious, 
they killed the v.meſſengers,as bꝛin⸗ 
gers of euil news:ſo fierce was their 
nature by continuall calamitie , not 
accuſtomed to obey.

ons, 

Euerye man knoweth what a 
Capitaine this Scipio was, that 
laye at the ſiege, with th2eſcoze thous 
ſand men, t yet they with their eight 
thouſand, pꝛouoked him many times 
to fight, 

But ſurelpe he was moze ex⸗ 
perte than anpe other Capitaine, 
and by his long experience in warres, 
knewe that it was a thing bate⸗ 


lefſe , and woulde not auaple, to 


fight and deale with ſuch-ſauage 


people anpe other waye , than to 


ſubdue them by hunger, which is 
remedileſſe, and the onelye thing, 


that coulde ouer-th2owe the Numan- 


tines, às it didde in deede 2 
tha 
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that determined to dye in the ſpace of 
the dayes diſpatched them-ſelues; 
ſome one wap, and ſome an other. 


The other came foꝛth at the place ap- 


popnted, all defozmed and hozrivle to 
ſee, their bodyes wer foule, and their 
bay2e long, their naples ouergrowen, 
and ful of filth, their garments ill fas 
uoured and wozſe ſauoured, and the 
whole feature of their body vgly and 
terrible, their tountenaunte ſtrange x 
fierce, their affecions cruel & bealtly, 
being by their dyet tourned from the 
nature of men. 

The Romaines were affonithed at 
the ſight, with meruaile at their diſpo⸗ 
ſition of bodye and minde, they con⸗ 
fidered the penury, the dolour, and the 
paine that they had takẽ, they abhoz⸗ 
retd he remembꝛance of their fœding, 
being dꝛiuen one to gnawe anothers 
fleſh : their infected ayꝛe, their peri⸗ 
thing by hunger, their detay by ſ\p92D, 
made the Romaines heauie in that 
their time of ioy. Scipio reſerued ſome
